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One year later: NW MI Health Department administered more than 61,000 COVID vaccines 


It has been one year since 
the first COVID-19 vaccine 
was administered by Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan officials and since 
then, more than 129,000 doses 
have been provided to area 
residents in the four-county 
jurisdiction by all vaccina- 
tion providers. 

As of December 18, the 
health department has given 
61,424 of those COVID-19 
doses across its service area 
of Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet and Otsego counties. 

“TI was privileged to be 
among the first immunized 
and am overwhelmed with 
gratitude to our staff for ad- 
ministering these life-saving 
shots, and to all those resi- 


dents across our region who 
have rolled up their sleeves 
for the vaccine,” said Dr. 
Josh Meyerson, Medical Di- 
rector with the health de- 
partment. 

With Christmas just days 
away and many of us travel- 
ing, Dr. Meyerson reminds 
us we are once again seeing 
high rates of community 
transmission for COVID-19 
that inevitably leads to expo- 
sures in our households, so- 
cial groups, and workplaces. 

“Although fully vaccinated 
individuals are far less likely 
to be infected than unvacci- 
nated, we are seeing many 
cases in vaccinated persons. 
Although these cases tend to 
be very mild, the infected in-

dividual can spread the virus 
to close contacts, especially 
in their household and to 
those they spend a lot of time 
with,” Dr. Meyerson said. 


“The Delta strain that now 
predominates has proven to 
be far more contagious than 
the previous strains encoun- 
tered last winter and spring, 
and the latest variant of con- 
cern, Omicron, that will 
likely soon predominate in 
our area is even more conta- 
gious, even in the vacci- 
nated.” 

So how do we navigate 
through this as community 
members? 

1. Vaccination is still the 


best tool we have to moderate 


the impact of this pandemic. 
Vaccines protect us from se- 
vere disease. Booster doses 


have shown to further reduce 


the risk of disease and re- 
duce infection rates. Every-

Tracking Santa’s Christ- 
mas Eve journey started in 
1955 when a local media ad- 
vertisement directed chil- 
dren to call Santa direct — 
only the number was mis- 
printed. Instead of reaching 
Santa, the phone rang 
through to the Crew Com- 
mander on duty at the Con- 
tinental Air Defense 
Command Operations Cen- 
ter. Thus began the tradi- 
tion, which NORAD carried 
on since it was created in 
1958. As technology has de- 
veloped, NORAD has used 
satellites, high-powered 
radar, jet fighters and spe- 
cial Santa cameras to track 
Santa Claus as he makes his 
journey around the world. 

Today, excited children 
have a new and improved 
resource for monitoring 
Santa’s journey to their 
chimney or doorstep. Chil-

Tracking opportunities are 
also offered on Facebook, 
Twitter, YouTube, and 
Google+. Santa followers 
just need to type “@norad- 
santa” into each search en- 
gine to get started. 

On a possibly related 
note, rumor has it that

New Director of Public Works appointed as Faas retires

Boyne City - Updates on 
short term rentals in the city 
and the Marine Expansion 
grant application were pre- 
sented and Derek Rasmussen 
was appointed as the new Di- 
rector of Public Works re- 
placing retiring Director Tim 
Faas at the December 14 City 
Commission Meeting in 
Boyne City. 

Planning Director Scott 
McPherson gave an informa- 
tive presentation on the 
Short Term Rental situation 
within the city. In 2019 the 
city established a goal to in- 
crease housing availability. 
McPherson explained that 
examining the issues arising 
from short term rentals and 
their impact on the commu- 
nity is one of the steps to 


meet that goal. In July the 
city signed a contract with 
Granicus, an organization 
that provides real time data 
on the short term rental list- 
ings. One hundred and forty- 
one short term rental units 
have been identified, that’s 
5.8% of the 2,411 housing 
units in the city. “Any given 
night there could be 300 peo- 
ple staying in town,” said 
McPherson. Twenty-nine of 
the identified short term 
rentals are homesteads. ... 
“they aren’t taking away 
from the available housing 
stock,” said McPherson. Po- 
lice Chief Kevin Spate was 
asked to speak on the impact 
short term rentals had on law 
enforcement. “There are very 
few complaints we get from 
Short term rentals,” he said. 
He specified that complaints 


are usually about parking, 
noise, and trash. Spate stated 
that he felt educating guests 
could eliminate those com- 
plaints. He concluded with 
“...short term rentals in 
Boyne City has not had an 
Impact on law enforcement. 
For the list of the short term 
rentals we have, we have an 
extremely low complaint list 
that’s been compiled.” The 
presentation was very de- 
tailed and can be found on 
the city website. 
Harbormaster Barb 
Brooks presented a revised 
project plan for the Marina 
Redevelopment Grant Appli- 
cation that includes 126 feet 
of shoreline reduction. “The 
cost is a wash. It’s going to 
cost less of course because 
you're eliminating some of 
these slips but we’re picking 


up slips elsewhere,” she said. 
The Original plan attracted a 
great deal of opposition from 
residents. The city was apply- 
ing for 67% funding of the 
construction costs of a 
$3,210,043 project. Brooks 
presented a revised plan to 
shrink B dock by almost half 
and extending E and D docks. 
She also addressed the ques- 
tion of the expansion inter- 
fering with the 4th of July 
fireworks display with a draft 
letter of understanding ad- 
dressed to the fireworks com- 
mittee, stating that the city 
would not create a negative 
impact on the 4th of July by 
renting any slip that would 
interfere with the fireworks. 
She also addressed the ques- 
tion of just repairing what is 
already there stating that it is 
not viable without grant 


funds. “Replacing exactly 
what we have is approxi- 
mately $2.1 million dollars. 
Without a large grant there is 
just no way, the numbers just 
don’t add up,” she explained. 
Changing the grant applica- 
tion will bring added issues 
with the grant application 
board. “We are crossing our 
fingers that regulatory will 
be ok with these final 
changes within the interior,” 
she concluded. “I feel that a 
majority of the community 
does support this,” said Com- 
missioner Nemecek who 
would like to see the public 
surveyed. Commissioners 
passed a motion for Brooks to 
move forward with the grant 
application under the revised 
plan. She expects to have the 
application ready for submis- 
sion by the end of the month. 


Director of Public Works, 
Tim Faas received a heartfelt 
farewell from the Commis- 
sion. Faas is retiring on Dec 
30. “He has done a wonderful 
job working for the city, he is 
acommunity person,” said 
Mayor Conklin. Derek Ras- 
mussen was appointed as Di- 
rector of Public Works for the 
City of Boyne City. “I feel 
that Derek’s going to do well 
in this position it’s definitely 
a position that he can grow 
into,” said Faas. The motion 
passed 4/1 with Moody op- 
posed. “I’m confident that 
Derek is the right person for 
this job,” said City Manager 
Michael Cain. 


House Bills keeping kids safe in school, lowering housing costs for Michiganders, cutting taxes

“For 
months, legislative leaders 
and I have been working to- 
gether in good faith to find 
the most effective way to 
spend the federal dollars 
sent to Michigan by the 
American Rescue 

Plan. Today, we took an- 
other big step forward when 
I signed a nearly $1 billion 
investment that will help 
kids safe and learning in 
school, recruit and retain 
more teachers, protect sen- 
iors in nursing homes, help 
communities tackle lead in 
their drinking water, and get 
vaccines out the door even 
faster. Iam grateful to the 
committee chairs, the caucus 
leaders, and the legislators 
for the hard work they put in 
to deliver critical aid to fami- 
lies, communities, and small 
businesses as we continue 
building our economy back 
stronger than ever.

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House bills supporting first responders and emergency services 


LANSING, Mich. - Gover- 
nor Whitmer today signed 
House bill 4172, 4247, and 5026 
to put Michigan first by sup- 
porting Michigan’s first re- 
sponders and emergency 
services. 


First Responders 


House Bill 4172 will amend 
the Worker's Disability Com- 
pensation Act to include cur- 
rent and former part-time, 
paid on-call, or volunteer fire- 
fighters under the First Re- 
sponder Presumed Coverage 
Fund. This enables firefight- 
ers who develop certain can- 
cers to claim worker's 
compensation benefits from 
the First Responder Pre- 
sumed Coverage Fund. 

“Michigan’s firefighters-- 
whether they are full time, 
part-time or volunteer coura- 
geously sacrifice their time 
and health to serve our com- 
munities and keep us safe,” 
said Governor Whitmer. 
“First responders and their 
families should know that the 
state of Michigan will sup- 
port them during their time 
of need. House Bill 4172 will 
expand the options for fire- 
fighters to receive benefits for 
cancer treatment. We owe 
our state’s firefighters end- 
less thanks for their selfless 
acts of service.”

Interested in becoming 
a DNR conservation 
officer? 


Anyone seeking a career 
as a Michigan conservation 
officer may get the opportu- 
nity to pursue it next year, 
as the DNR will be recruit- 
ing for a 2022 academy. 
While dates and locations 
are still being planned, in- 
terested candidates should 
start the application 
process now by signing up 
for an upcoming Michigan 
Commission on Law En- 
forcement Standards physi- 
cal fitness test. 

“The department wants 
to provide interested candi- 
dates with as much notice 
as possible so they can 
begin the hiring process,” 
said F/Lt. Jason Wicklund, 
DNR Law Enforcement Di- 
vision. “The best way to 
begin is to sign up for a 
physical fitness test, be- 
cause test dates and loca- 
tions tend to fill up quickly 
and may require travel.” 

A passing MCOLES phys- 
ical fitness test score is 
mandatory for resident and 
out-of-state applicants to 
apply for the 2022 academy. 

Every Michigan conser- 
vation officer is provided a 
DNR patrol truck to take 
home so they can start and 
end each day without re- 
porting to an office. The offi- 
cers also have access to 
off-road vehicles, boats, 
snowmobiles and other 
equipment to safely and 
successfully patrol Michi- 
gan’s most beautiful — and 
often hard-to-reach — desti- 
nations. Conservation offi- 
cers make their own 
schedules, often splitting 
shifts throughout the day, 
and receive continuous pro- 
fessional development op- 
portunities to advance their 
careers.

One of Michigan’s most el- 
egant, entertaining, and enig- 
matic bird species are 
Sandhill cranes. Here are 
some terrific tidbits about 
those plump, powerful, and 
prehistoric birds: 


NAME GAME: 


The scientific name of 
Sandhill cranes is Antigone 
canadensis (formerly Grus 
canadensis). The Greek word 
Antigone is straight from 
mythology. Antigone was the 
daughter of Oedipus and 
stars in the play written by 
Sophocles. The species name, 
canadensis, denotes the area 
where it was first described 
by prolific classification sci- 
entist Carolus Linnaeus in 
1758. The genus Antigone is a 
rather exclusive “club” with 
only four species found 
worldwide. The common 
name, Sandhill, refers toa 
preferred habitat-type includ- 
ing Nebraska’s Sandhills on 
the American Plains. Up to 
500,000 of these birds — almost 
75% of the total population - 
migrate through that area an- 
nually! 


DOWNRIGHT 
DINOSAUR-ISH: 


In structure and relative 
proportions cranes resemble 
the group of dinosaurs 
known as Therapods (which, 
remarkably, includes veloci- 
raptors!). In reality, they are 
living dinosaurs, with discov- 
ered crane fossils dating back 
over 10-million years! This 
gives them one of the longest 
fossil history of any extant 
bird. 


COLOR CHARACTERISTICS: 


The plumage of both male 
and female adult cranes is 
largely dark gray with 
brownish-tan overtones. 
These lanky birds have black 
legs, red foreheads (which is 
a featherless area of exposed 
skin), white cheeks, and long, 
dark pointed bills. Immature 
birds are lighter with red- 
dish-brown backs and wings 
and grayish bellies. Crane 
chicks, called colts, are usu- 
ally cinnamon brown with 
white and orange patches. 


SIZING UP SANDHILLS: 


These birds are Michigan’s 
largest avian species. Male 
cranes are heavier than fe- 
males and tip the scales from 
10 to 14 pounds while the fe- 
males weigh in at 6 to 10 
pounds. The males tower up 
to 5-feet tall while females are 
slightly shorter and stretch 
the tape measure to about 4- 
\% feet. Their impressive 
wingspan, that may reach 7- 
¥, feet, makes cranes skilled 
soaring birds similar to 


Survivor Tuition Grant un- 
less their school’s financial 
aid office determines that the 
student has financial need.

MICHIGAN’S AMAZING ANIMALS: 


Stupendous Sandhill C

hawks and eagles. They ride 
thermal updrafts and can 
stay aloft for hours with only 
occasional flapping neces- 
sary. 


CRANE CUISINE: 


Sandhill cranes are omniv- 
orous and devour a wide-va- 
riety of foodstuffs with 
herbaceous offerings such as 
roots, aquatic plants, berries, 
seeds, and wheat ranking up 
there in preference. Leftover 
corn in farm fields is impor- 
tant to Sandhills preparing 
for migration, providing 
them with nutrients for the 
lengthy journey. Breeding 
birds are more apt to be car- 
nivorous with worms, in- 
sects, snails, amphibians, 
fish, and small mammals on 
the menu. The extremely dot- 
ing parents are relentless at 
catching worms, grubs, in- 
sects, and other “meaty” 
items to feed their fast-grow- 
ing colts. 


LENGTHY LIFESPANS: 


Sandhill’s are among 
Michigan’s longest lived birds 
and survive up to 40 years, 
with 20 years being the aver- 
age lifespan. 


NURSERY NEWS: 


Sandhill crane pairs mate 
for life and raise one brood of 
young per year. Both mem- 
bers of a breeding pair build 
the nest using mostly aquatic 
plant material, usually in 
marshes, bogs, or other wet- 
land habitats. Females de- 
posit one to three (usually 
two) pale-colored eggs with 
brown markings in April or 
May. Crane dads are far from 
chauvinistic as both parents 
take turns incubating the 
eggs for about 30 days. The 
chicks are born “good to go” 
(precocial) as they are cov- 
ered with down, with their 


eyes open, and are able to 
venture from the nest on the 
first day! The parents feed the 
colts extensively for the first 
few weeks and gradually let 
up until the young reach in- 
dependence at 9 to 10 months 
old. Mated pairs stay together 
year round, and migrate 
south as a group with their 
offspring. Young cranes re- 
main with the family until 
one to two months before the 
parents lay the next clutch of 
eggs the following year, re- 
maining with them for 10-12 
months. After leaving their 
parents, the juveniles form 
nomadic flocks — also known 
as chasses - until they find 
their own mate at two and 
seven years old. 


TREMENDOUS TRUMPETS: 


Sandhills have a unique 
saxophone shaped trachea. 
With it they give a loud, 
trumpeting call that can be 
heard for very long distances, 
especially when flying in 
groups. The call resembles a 
deep, rolled “r” in the throat 
and mated pairs display a 
“unison calling” behavior 
where they stand together 
calling in a synchronized cho- 
rus 


SNOWBIRDS: 


Sandhill cranes fly south 
for the winter and often mi- 
grate in flocks of over 100 
birds in the sky together. 
During their migration they 
may stop over in areas where 
their numbers are enormous. 
Case in point, in some fields 
in Indiana tens of thousands 
of cranes congregate as a 
stopover on their southern 
migration (photographer 
friends have actually cap- 
tured shots of cranes playing 
catch with corn cobs in these 
fields!). In their wintering 
areas, they may form flocks 


of over 10,000 birds. 


FABULOUS FLIERS: 


During migration, cranes 
may travel more than 300 
miles a day. They’re fleet 
fliers, reaching speeds of up 
to 35 miles per hour. 


FESTIVAL FOR 
FEATHERED-FRIENDS: 


An annual Sandhill Crane 
Festival is held each Novem- 
ber at Bosque del Apache Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge south 
of Albuquerque, New Mex- 
ico. The event typically 
brings together thousands of 
crane-lovers and thousands 
of cranes! 


DANCING WITH THE 
CRANES 


: The cranes undulating 
mating dances were imitated 
by Neolithic people in Turkey 
in 6500 B.C. as part of their 
marriage rituals. Many other 
civilization’s dance forms are 
attributed to imitating these 
birds. Some historians be- 
lieve that dance, in general, 
was invented to pattern the 
movements of cranes. Ani- 
mated cranes are also found 
in hieroglyphs dating back as 
far as 4,000 years! 


MICHIGAN MIGRATIONS: 


The Mitten State is smack 
dab in the center of one of 
the Sandhill cranes migra- 
tory flyways with substantial 
numbers of birds making our 
habitats their breeding 
grounds from spring until 
fall each year. We are consid- 
ered in the mid-continental 
migratory route where birds 
from as far north as Canada 
migrate to the southern US 
and Mexico. 


COMEBACK CRANES: 


House Bill 5026 will amend 
the Emergency 9-1-1-Service 
Enabling Act to continue 
funding until December 31, 
2027. The bill will also 
streamline 9-1-1 system capa- 
bilities, increase the prepaid 
wireless 9-1-1 surcharge, and 
make other changes to im- 
prove the 9-1-1 system. 

“Maintaining and expand- 
ing public safety is a respon- 
sibility of our government,” 
said Governor Whitmer. 
“When an emergency occurs, 
our state's first responders 
are ready to take action. 
Funding our state’s critical 9- 
1-1 services is necessary to 
equip our state in times of 
need.” 

"Public safety is one of the 
core responsibilities of gov- 
ernment,” said Rep. Julie Cal- 
ley R-Portland. “If we fail to 
take action, we’d be shirking 
our responsibility and letting

Nationally, crane numbers 
approached extinction in the 
1930’s when many factors 
brought them to the brink of 
being wiped off the face of 
the Earth. Concerted conser- 
vation efforts — like hunting 
regulations and habitat 
restoration - have been ex- 
traordinarily successful at in- 
creasing bird densities. 
These are important inter- 
ventions when you consider 
usually only one colt survives 
each year per mating pair. 
Sandhills are now the most 
numerous of the crane 
species while their close rela- 
tives, the whooping cranes, 
are on the endangered 
species list. 


MAKING WHOOPY: 


Occasionally, Sandhill 
cranes and Whooping cranes 
will mate. One famous Wis- 
consin baby that resulted 
from such a pairing was 
given the catchy name of, 
“Whoopsie!” 


PLETHORA OF PREDATORS: 


As a conspicuous ground- 
dwelling species, Sandhill 
cranes are at risk from myr- 
iad predators. Depending on 
the crane’s size and life stage, 
foxes, coyotes, cougars, bob- 
cats, hawks, eagles, crows 
and snapping turtles are fre- 
quent predators in the Great 
Lakes State. 


DEFENSIVE DUDES: 


Sandhill cranes are formi- 
dable when defending them- 
selves and their young. They 
ward off aerial pursuers by 
jumping high and kicking 
their strong legs. Actively 
brooding adults are more 
likely to react aggressively to 
potential predators to defend 
their colts. Defensive behav- 
iors include them moving for- 
ward while hissing, with 
their wings open and bills 
pointed. If the predator per- 
sists, the crane stabs with its 
powerful bill that’s capable of 
piercing the skulls of smaller 
carnivores. 


KARATE CRANES: 


Made popular in the 
Karate Kid movie, “the 
crane” stance is used in 
karate but has a different 
name. It involves a one- 
legged position that launches 
into a flying jump kick. 
Karate aficionados claim that 
the movie caused a noticeable 
uptick in martial arts stu- 
dents in the US! 

There are just a few fun 
facts about those phenome- 
nal, feathery females and fel- 
lows, the Sandhill cranes. 
With good luck you will hap- 
pen across one or more on 
your adventures in the woods 
or on the waters of the 
Wolverine State!

Forgetting, for a mo- 
ment, the interior im- 
provements that set one 
home apart from another, 
there are exterior factors 
that also influence price. 
For instance, homes on 
primary ingress and 
egress streets-(that is, the 
main streets that lead in 
and out of a tract)-gener- 
ally appreciate more 
slowly than those within 
the tract that are not on 
primary streets. 

Primary ingress/egress 
streets generate more traf- 
fic and are therefore, gen- 
erally less desirable. Thus, 
they have lower prices. 

Within a tract, a home 
on a cul-de-sac may gener- 
ate a higher price for the 
same reason-less traffic. 
Cul-de-sacs are frequently 
like a maze and they dis- 
courage drive-throughs, 
which is, of course, a defi- 
nite benefit to residential 
privacy. 

Even properties on one 
side of a street can be 
worth more than a similar 
property across from it. 
Why? Certain communi- 
ties, because of their 
name, are more presti- 
gious than others. Beverly 
Hills, California, of course, 
is one. It is known world- 
wide for its high-end shop- 
ping, expensive housing 
and impeccable name. In 
sections where Beverly 
Hills is divided from other 
cities and/or communities 
by a street, the homes on 
the Beverly Hills side of 


the avenue command a 
higher price than those in 
the non-Beverly Hills city 
across from it. 

Existing homes may dif- 
fer radically in price for 
another reason-one home- 
owner wants to sell, and 
the other has to sell. The 
motivation for each is 
quite different, and so may 
be the pricing strategies. 

Some other factors that 
influence price: What com- 
mercial developments are 
adjacent to the tract? How 
(un)desirable are they? 
And, don't forget supply 
and demand. 

The wise buyer checks 
one other thing-a commu- 
nity's master plan. This is 
a must, especially if a tract 
(or home) is surrounded 
by vacant land. Most com- 
munities have one. It is 
usually drawn up by plan- 
ners within the city of 
county and approved by a 
local planning commis- 
sion. Find out what is 
going to be built nearby 
and determine how it 
might impact the value of 
the tract. All this, of 
course, takes time and 
homework. But, it is well 
worth it, especially when 
you consider that the pur- 
chase of a home is usually 
going to be the largest, sin- 
gle financial investment 
most people make in a life- 
time.
